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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


The School Board of Springfield, N. H.: 


These comments on the schools of Springfield are 
offered to acquaint the people of the town, through 
you, with their schools and the work that has been 
done in them during the past year and the first part of 
the present one. 


The corps of teachers has been the same as in the 
years preceding, and these same teachers still remain 
with us. This is to the advantage of the schools. Miss 
Hazel M. Little is at the Center school; Miss Maude E. 
Towle in the Morgan district; Mrs. Marion A. Heath in 
the Maxfield division. All of these teachers are doing 
effective work in their respective schools, even better 
than in years before. This is in large part due to the 
ripening acquaintance between them and their pupils 
and with the parents of their pupils and citizens who 
are not patrons of the schools, and to the confidence 
that such ripening acquaintance inspires. It is true 
that in the long run the schools of any community will 
be such as the people desire them to be. Unless peo- 
ple at large actively desire good schools no amount of 
labor and planning on the part of school officials can 
produce them. The support of our public schools 
comes from the people of the town, not only financial- 
ly but in many other ways;—from the confidence felt 
in the ability and integrity of our teachers and their 
utter well-meaningness toward their work. 


The teachers of our schools have shown them- 
selves, through a long period of acquaintance, to be 
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women in whom the people can have confidence and on 
whom they rely. The best teachers are found only in 
those communities which actively desire to have them. 
They do not remain in communities which do not want 
them, or which do not endeavor to make them feel at 
home and welcome. This feeling between teachers and 
the neighborhoods in which they teach is the result of 
long acquaintance, but it is essential to the best work 
which the teachers are capable of doing. Fruits do not 
yield their best flavor in an unkindly climate and our 
public servants, in any position, cannot do their best 
under unfavorable criticism. They yield their best 
service under pleasant conditions. It is for these rea- 
sons that a long stay by a good teacher, in the same 
community is so earnestly desired by people who have 
the best interests of their schools at heart. 

During the past year the plan of employing two 
teachers at the Center school has been tried,—one to 
instruct the upper four grades, the other to manage 
the lower four grades. The plan was productive of ex- 
cellent results. The school was especially fortunate in 
having for its primary teacher Miss Marjorie Sholes 
of New London, one of those teachers who are born to 
the manner of the trade. It would be for the great 
benefit of the children if such a plan could be made 
permanent in this school. No one teacher can as suc- 
cessfully teach eight grades in one school as she can 
four. To prepare an eighth grade to enter upon high 
school work most profitably to themselves requires 
half of a teacher’s time; to start the first grade equally 
successfully requires the other half. The intermediate 
grades have to get along as best they can, with the re- 
sult of missing a lot by the way. Of course such a di- 
vision of time cannot be actually made in practice, and 
both the eighth and first grades have to share the time 
during the day as best they can. One teacher for the 
whole school is not so desirable an arrangement as 
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was effected last year, or as could be wished for the 
present year. 

It is good to note the large proportion of our 
graduates from grammar grades who are attending 
high schools. The time has come when young men and 
women without a high school education are not accept- 
able in the better business positions of the world. It 
is a necessary foundation for any great success in life. 
The enrollment in the high schools of New Hampshire 
is increasing very rapidly in proportion to our total 
school population. In the ten years from 1919 to 1929 
the enrollment in public elementary schools in the 
state has been 5%; in public high schools, 33%. In 
the same period there has been an increse of high 
school graduates entering college from 41% to 60%. 
Many of these are from small country towns. So to 
people who desire the best for our children it is a pleas- 
ure to encourage them to get high school training.
